TOWN OF WILMOT WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County of Merrimack in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on Tuesday, the 10th 
of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon (the polls closing at 6:00 o’clock p.m.) to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot the 10th of 
March, next at seven of the clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or 
equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material or equipment to 
be made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, indefinitely or until 
rescinded, to convey any real estate acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deed. Such conveyance 
will be by deed following a public auction or the property may be sold by advertised sealed bids 
or may be otherwise disposed of as justice may require pursuant to RSA 80:80. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of constructing a Town office building and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) to be placed in this fund. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Forty Thousand Dollars 
($40,000.00) for the purpose of repairs to the Atwood Road Bridge and authorize the withdrawal 
of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) from the Capital Bridge Fund. The balance of the repair 
cost Thirty Five Thousand dollars ($35,000.00) is to come from general taxation. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six Thousand 
Dollars ($6,000.00) for the purpose of revising and updating the Planning and Zoning Ordinance, 
Subdivision and Site Plan Review Regulations. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty 
Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. Recommended by 
the Selectmen. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Hundred 
and Ninety Dollars ($790.00) to pay for certain studies of electric load profiles within the Town and 
other related research in furtherance of possible aggregation of the Town’s and/or its residents’ and 
businesses’ electric loads in the NHMA Pooled Energy Plan in preparation for deregulation of the 
electric industry in New Hampshire. (Recommended by the Selectmen). 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven Hundred 
~ and Ninety Dollars ($790.00 ) for the purpose of supporting and funding the services of the 
Kearsarge Area Council on Aging. Petitioned by Margaret T. Howe and others. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will accept so-called Stone Bridge Road as a Town road, 

Class V, as soon as said Stone Bridge Road has been constructed in accordance with Town 

specifications as reported by the Town Road Agent. Petitioned by Bruce J. Bean and others. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote with the passage of this article to resolve to 

publicly express its outrage and dismay at the State of New Hampshire, the Governor, the 

Governor’s Council, and the New Hampshire Department of Resources and Economic Development 

(DRED) for the lack of due process and notice for the erection of a 180 foot tower at the summit 

of Mount Kearsarge; the disregard for the scenic and aesthetic values consistent with the use of 

public park land; and the selling of public resources for commercial use under the guise of police 

and public safety, and the betrayal of the public trust. Petitioned by Thomas G. Kraeger and others. 
Given under our hands and seal this 11" day of February in the year of our Lord nineteen 

hundred and ninety-eight.

WILMOT 1998 BUDGET 


The Town Budget has increased due to specific needs such as the repairs to the bridge at Atwood 
Road and an increase for services delivered by the Tax Collector/Town Clerk. The latter has seen 
an increase of 88% in hours opened to the citizens of our community. There is a need to set funds 
aside for the future Town Office Building. In addition, we need to increase our portion committed 
to Reserves for the Bridge and Equipment funds. There is an increase of 123% of the 1997 budget 
for insurance, and this is a reflection of taking the workers compensation expense from the 
departments and putting them into one line item. The FAST Squad is showing an increase of 115% 
which represents the need for pagers and radio equipment. The Highway department is showing 
an increase of 51%; however, this can be attributed to the January ice storm resulting in so much 
damage that we have appropriated an estimated amount of $120,000.00. F.E.M.A. (Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) and the State of New Hampshire will refund the Town 87.5% 
of that expense as soon as the work is done and receipts are presented. So this means that 12.5% 
will be our cost to clean up after the storm. There is a decrease of 18% over the 1997 budget for 
recycling but an increase of 12% in hazardous waste collection. Everyone should try to recycle 
what they can in order to save some money. Our Library has an increase of 39% over the 1997 
budget due in part to providing a salary increase to our Librarian. An item of note is that the 
Friends of the Library raise an additional $5,750 to meet the expenses of the Library which so 
many people use. In the category of improvements except buildings, we have seen an increase of 
50% because it is estimated that the funds will be needed to update our tax maps. This is done on 
a yearly basis. However, we have increased activity which will result in more extensive update of 
our tax maps. We have appropriated an increase of 24% or $1,000.00 for legal. This is because 
we are participating with other municipalities in defending our position against the utility 
companies regarding the property taxes which they pay communities. The executive office is 
requesting an amount of $3,105.00 over the 1997 budget which reflects a need for some equipment, 
salary increase and special needs as they are presented to the Board. 


Please note when comparing the 1997 budget with the 1998 budget that the 1997 budget includes 
all warrant articles. The 1998 budget lists the warrant articles separately. When warrant articles 
are adopted they become part of the operating budget.

Dr. Nelson Chitterling made a presentation to Mary Kay Huntoon of a clock and pen desk 
set in appreciation for her years of service to the Town of Wilmot. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. on Tuesday, March 11, 1997, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


The meeting began with the pledge of Allegiance led by Keith Fleury and invocation led by 
Rev. Higgins. Corporal Bruce Matthews of the New Hampshire State Police Troop D then 
spoke to the group concerning the additional patrols that will begin this summer. 


The Moderator, Robert K. Minard, Jr. then explained the rules of the meeting and that the 
meeting would be taped for reference. 


The moderator then announced that Article 3 would be the first Article to be discussed: 


ARTICLE 3: Mr. Richard Biron then made the motion “To raise $460,000 to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. “ Motion was seconded. 
Discussion of the budget followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 4: Dr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 4 as written “To see 
if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or equipment deemed to be 
surplus to the town needs, the sale of highway material or equipment to be made with the - 
approval of the Road Agent.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed 
unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 5: Mr. Greg Barthol made the motion to adopt Article 5 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to convey any real estate acquired by the Town by 
tax collector’s deed either by public auction or sealed bid.” Motion was seconded. Discussion 
followed. Motion passed, one in opposition. 


ARTICLE 6: Mr. Richard Biron made the motion to adopt Article 6 as written “To see if 
the Town will vote to adopt an exemption for the totally and permanently disabled. The 
exemption, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be $10,000. To qualify, the 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years and own and occupy the 
real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have 
been married at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more 
than $18,400 or, if married a combined net income not more than $26,400, and own net assets 
not in excess of $35,00, excluding the value of the persons residence. Motion seconded. 
Discussion followed. Paper ballot: Yes-131; No-15. Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 7: Dr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 7 as wri.ten “To see 
if the Town will vote to modify the elderly exemptions from property tax in the town of Wilmot, 
based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers to be as follows: for a person 65 years of age up 
to 75 years, $15,000; for a person 75 years up to the age of 80 years, $20,000 (Twenty 
Thousand Dollars); for a person 80 years of age or older $40,000. To qualify the person must 
have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years, own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been married for 
at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $18,400 ( if 
single, or if married, a combined net income of less than $26,400); and own net assets not in 
excess of $35,000. Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Paper ballot: Yes-139; No-12. 
Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 8: Mr. Greg Barthol made the motion to adopt Article 8 as written “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $58,000 to reclaim and pave approximately 
2,000 ft. of Kearsarge Valley Road and to shim approximately 6,517 feet to the Town Line.” 

Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 9: Mr. Richard Biron made the motion to adopt Article 9 as written “To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the purpose of replacing the 
roof on the Town Highway Department Shed.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. 
Motion passed. 


A letter from the Kearsarge School District to Mr. Henry Patten and the Wilmot Highway Crew 
as read at this time. The letter was a special thanks to the men for the wonderful work in 
keeping the roads safe for the school buses and for working with the transportation department 
in notifying them of any problems with any of the roads. The motion passed. 


ARTICLE 10: Dr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 10 as written “To 
se if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for the Wilmot Volunteer 
Fire Company, Inc.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 11: Mr. Gerald Sprague made the motion to adopt Article 11 as written “To see 
if the Town will vote to accept Bank Road, as a Town Road, Class V, said Bank Road having 
been constructed in accordance with Town specifications as reported by the Road Agent.” 
Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 12: Mrs. Deirdre Segerson made the motion to adopt Article 12 as written “To 


see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $788 for the Kearsarge Area 
Council on Aging, an organization formed to promote, develop and reinforce programs which

support and enhance the health, well being, dignity and independence of individuals 55 years of 
age and older living in Wilmot and other area towns.” Motion was seconded. Discussion 
followed. Motion passed. 

Mrs. Janet Howe spoke to the group reminding everyone there was an information sheet 
prepared by the Space Needs Committee available and introduced the members of the Space 
Needs Committee. 


Mr. Keith Fleury informed the group that there was a correction on page four that needed 
to be noted - the year should be ninety-seven not ninety-six. 


A motion was made to adjourn. Seconded. Meeting adjourned.

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1997 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


In January of 1997, several public meetings were held concerning a proposed Cluster Zoning 
Amendment. This Amendment allows, on large tracts of land, the use of smaller sized lots than 
otherwise permitted. An appropriate amount of land on which building is prohibited is set aside for 
common use. This proposal was adopted at the March Town Meeting. During 1997, the first 
development involving Cluster Zoning was approved for a major tract of land in our commercial 
district along Route 11. 


Site plans for an Inn and a Bed & Breakfast were approved. These approvals followed the granting 
by the Zoning Board of Adjustment of special exceptions for these particular uses in the Residential 
District. 


Hearings were held on the establishment of a self-storage facility in our Commercial district. (This 
was approved in January, 1998). 


Two subdivisions involving creation of additional lots were approved, as were several applications 
for home occupations. 


We revised forms for Site, Subdivision, and Home Occupation Applications. 


The adequacy and clarity of our basic guidelines — The Planning and Zoning Ordinance, Subdivision 
Regulations, and Site Plan Review Regulations — were discussed in much detail. The documents 
were combined in one re-formatted document. Areas of required improvements were noted: 
examples, commercial district regulations, revised time procedures as specified by new State laws, 
information requirements and approval procedures for home occupations, clarity of text, expanded 
definitions, etc. 


An attempt to revise these documents “in-house” was made, but it soon became apparent that outside 
assistance would be extremely useful. We have met with three consultants (one being the Central 
New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission) to determine how they might approach this update 
and what their cost would be. We have requested a 1998 Warrant Article of $6000 to proceed on the 
update and revision of our Regulations. Any specific change to the Zoning Ordinance would have 
to be approved at a Town Meeting. Changes the Subdivision and Site Plan Regulations could be 
made by the Planning Board, but only after public meetings where the changes would be discussed. 


We have instituted a major change, starting in 1998, which we hope will be beneficial to those 
coming before the Planning Board as well as making our Meetings more efficient. Two members of 
the Planning Board will be at the Town Office Building from 3 to 5 p.m. on the third Thursday before 
the regular Planning Board Meeting (First Monday of month excluding holidays) to review 
applications and discuss in general any potential needs for Planning Board presentations.

Researching wetlands mapping resources; consulting on long term status of variances; attending 
planning board meeting to assist with question about planning board procedure; preparing a 
proposal for revising the zoning ordinance, site plan and subdivision regulations providing 
housing and demographic data; reviewing Zoning Ordinance for update; and assisting the 
Planning Board updating their subdivision and site plan review application procedures to 
incorporate the changes to RSA 676:4.

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KEARSARGE AREA COUNCIL ON AGING, INC. 


The Kearsarge Council on Aging, Inc., a non-profit organization was founded in July 1992. We serve 
people fifty-five years of age and older in nine area towns: Andover, Danbury, Grafton, Newbury, 
New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton and Wilmot. We promote develop and reinforce programs 
which support and enhance the health, well being, dignity and independence of senior adults. 


Our basic services continue to grow. 1997 shows increases in volunteer provided rides, assistance 
with small home repairs, supportive daily phone contact with the home bound, friendly visits with 
seniors in their homes, inter-generational assistance with reading programs in local schools, and 
referral to appropriate resources to a answer the needs of our clients. Our monthly newsletter reports 
these and other services to keep our members informed. 


Social, educational and recreational gatherings included our annual Valentine Luncheon, Mountain 
Day, the Shaker Experience and the Christmas Reception. Granite State Stories discussions were 
held at the Tracy Library in New London led by Dr. Patrick Anderson of Colby Sawyer funded by NH 
Humanities Council. Conversations with Lunch coordinated with Community Action Program were 
held monthly and highlighted by the annual picnic held at Muster Field Farm in Sutton. A new 
program, “Outdoor Recreation for Seniors” featured biking, kayaking, hiking, an overnight at Camp 
Coniston and many more activities. “Walk Your Way Through Winter” resulted in sixty members 
walking over 2000 miles in a five month period. 


Our move to 12 Newport Road, New London in December 1996 brought the opportunity to expand 
our services and activities for our membership and made 1997 a banner year for COA. Our monthly 
newsletter carried a Calendar of Events to keep members informed of these expanded services. 1997 
activities in our Program Center included Exercise Classes, Bridge Lessons, Quilting for Babies at 
Risk, Paint with peers, Friday at the Movies, Dominoes, Library, Blood Pressure Screening, Flu 
Shots, Tax Assistance, Art Show & Reception with members work displayed, Let’s Talk Program; 
a series of discussions concerning nutritional, emotional, financial and societal matters was conducted 
in the Center. In a major undertaking 140 members have received training on the Introduction to 
Computer courses. 


There are 1,453 members of COA of which 81 are Wilmot residents. Over the last twelve months 
13 Wilmot volunteers have given 632.75 hours of their time to help provide the services of COA to 
our communities. 


Financial support from Wilmot and other area towns accounted for approximately 20% of our 
required funds. We are asking that $790.00 be included as an item in the Wilmot Town Budget for 
1998 to sustain our growth of services, programs and activities for senior adults. We are deeply 
grateful to Wilmot and other area towns along with donors to our fund drive, foundation grants, 
advertisers in our newsletter and individual clients for past and future financial assistance. 


Our very special thanks to those dedicated volunteers who give so selflessly of their time and talent. 
Without them there is no COA.

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WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


In 1997, the Wilmot Public Library loaned 3,610 adult/children’s books, 334 audiotapes, 500 videos 
and 245 magazines. Through interlibrary loan, 208 books were borrowed by our library and 51 were 
borrowed from our library. Technology enhancements included the installation by Jay and Linda 
Lambert of our public-access computer. We now offer Windows 95, Microsoft Office, two CD-ROM 
general encyclopedias, a 3D medical encyclopedia called 4.D.A.M. the Inside Story, and the Internet. 
Jay and Linda conducted training sessions and developed a written start-up procedure to enable 
novice users to “surf the “net” independently. Debbie Brown presented a computer workshop for 
preschoolers, Now the tots can instruct their parents! The library does require parent permission for 
public-access computer users under the age of 18. 


Among this year’s programs were Technology Night in February, the monthly book discussion series 
and the performance of the Sweet Adelines Profile Chorus at the Friends of the Library Annual 
Meeting in May. Children’s programs included the Story Hour for Preschoolers, the Little Red 
Wagon Program in July and the Wednesday evening Summer Reading Program entitled Take Us to 
Your Readers. Stories were read by John Williams, Rick Zuelke and Kathy Van Weelden. Other 
significant events resulted in improvements to the library’s collection and the physical plant. A new 
storage closet was added to the front entrance hall. The entrance hall and front door were 
transformed through the painting skill of Mimi Broadhead. The front hall bookshelf was reworked 
by John Williams. The Trustees and plucky volunteers scrubbed and polished on Library Cleaning 
Day in June. The Trustees repeated the Annual Secondhand Book Hunt and purchased, at taxpayer- 
friendly prices, many books requested by patrons. The Wilmot Selectmen replaced the handicapped 
parking sign and arranged for the construction of a new and beautiful rainroof over the handicapped 
entrance. The March and September book and bake sales produced record profits. 


The Friends of the Wilmot Public Library, once again, have provided excellent support. At the 
Friends 10th Annual Meeting in May, outgoing, two-term co-presidents Kay and Jim Draper passed 
the baton to incoming co-presidents Ray and Pat Pfisterer. The Pfisterers, along with the Friends 
Executive Board, are expert planners, recruiters and doers. George Howe produces the lovely Friends 
newsletter. Donna Sweet welcomes newborns to Wilmot with “Books for Babies”. Friends member 
Judy Walker creates and maintains the lush window box plantings. Kay Butler, Kit Clough and 
Barbara Fitts manage the great bakesales. The Friends also donates a Planetarium Pass for use by 
our patrons and their guests. Thank you, Friends! The volunteers who reliably staff the circulation 
desk are invaluable. They contribute many hours to the successful operation of the library. We 
appreciate their dedication and generosity. 


While your library’s contents and events are commendable, providing quality services would be 
difficult without a skillful librarian. We are exceedingly fortunate to have Kathi Donovan directing 
our library. She is patient, friendly, resourceful and eager to assist patrons. She cares about her job 
and regularly goes “that extra mile”. She makes our library a welcoming place.

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1997 REPORT OF THE WILMOT SOLID WASTE AND RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The total amount of solid waste and recyclables continued unsteady increase, reaching 535 tons in 
1997 compared with 444 tons in 1992. However, recyclables remained nearly the same, so the 
percentage of recyclables within what is termed the solid waste stream dropped a little more in 1997, 
to 16.25%. ALL residents should recycle plastic beverage bottles, glass bottles and jars, aluminum 
and “tin” cans, newspapers, magazines and catalogs (tons of these come into Wilmot in a year), and 
flattened corrugated cardboard. 


In late fall, the used oil collection facility was completed. The facility was built at no cost to the town; 
a State grant paid for all materials and committee members constructed and painted the housing over 
the tank. The Transfer Station operator has forms which include detailed instructions for those 
wishing to dispose of used oil. 


Old tires were again accepted at the Transfer Station, this year for a fee of $2 per tire because the $1 
charged in 1996 did not cover the cost of removal. 


In October, a very successful old paint collection was held at the Transfer Station. Paint was brought 
to the collection from roughly 60 Wilmot households, the total quantity surpassing 75 gallons. For 
future collections, we were advised that surplus Latex paint can be dried by mixing in kitty litter, 
then the dried paint discarded with regular trash and the empty can placed in a waste metal pile (not 
the can-recycling collection). Handled this way, latex paint is not hazardous household waste. 


At the end of 1996, the Central New Hampshire Solid Waste District, of which Wilmot was a 
member, dissolved and the participants are now ‘single town Districts’ reporting directly to the State 
regarding their Solid Waste Management Plans. The Wilmot Recycling Committee was renamed and 
the chairperson will advise the Selectmen on solid waste matters as well as recycling.

Wilmot — A Caring Place 


We are always open for guidance and assistance. Call the town office to leave a message for me 
or call me at home, 526-6686 to set up an appointment. 


Did you know that we have food shelves located at the Town Office. Any Wilmot resident who 
needs food is eligible to TAKE WHAT YOU NEED. The hours are 9:00-1:00, Monday through 
Friday, other times by chance. You may also LEAVE FOOD IF YOU HAVE PLENTY. If you 
care to participate, please bring small sized canned goods — fish, meant vegetables, soups, 
spaghetti and fruit, etc. Strongly packaged foods are also acceptable (perishable foods are not 
acceptable). This project is provided by the Wilmot Food Bank, a volunteer effort of the Wilmot 
Flat Baptist Church, Wilmot Center Congregational Church and people like you and me. 


Another volunteer effort is our Christmas Giving Program. This year Mary Kay Huntoon and 
Jennifer Lockwood organized this effort whereby townspeople bought gifts from the wish lists 
supplied to them. There were 36 Wilmot people (mostly children) who received Christmas 
remembrances. This is the third year of this endeavor and Mary Kay and Jennifer did a 
memorable job. 


Ongoing for the last many years is our Christmas food baskets delivered around town on 
Christmas Eve day. We delivered to 28 households. Everyone received either a turkey, ham or 
cooked chicken plus fruit, candy and a small gift. This year we added Fiona Schoeler’s 
homemade rolls to Connie Jordan’s Christmas fruitcakes and gingerbread men. We visited the 
elderly, people living alone, disabled folks, sick people and needy families. Since Earle was laid 
up and could not drive me around, Mary Kay Huntoon kindly volunteered to chauffeur me from 
Kearsarget Mountain to Valley Road, to Village Road - to Shindagin Road - up Campground Road 
to Crosshill Road - to Wilmot Center - to 4A and Quaker Path - and across to North Wilmot. Her 
4-wheel drive and expertise carried us everywhere, even where it wasn’t plowed. The round trip 
was 45 miles. People were so appreciative. It was a joy to great them this holiday eve. 


The Wilmot Food Bank is grateful to all those who helped us out with checks and food to 
complete our mission. Thank you so much. We couldn’t have done it without you.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local 
Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing any open burning. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable of fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators 
are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the NH Division of Forests and Lands, Forest 
Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with forest fire 
suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber 
harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws please call 
our office at 271-2217. There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who 
assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention , and law enforcement. The 
1997 fire season was a safe period for wildland firefighters with no major injuries reported. The 
drought conditions experienced during the early summer months was a significant factor resulting 
in the total number of fires reported during the season. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft 
patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire 
departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss 
of property and suppression costs as low as possible.
